Ktna. which is now nearly fifty 
feet deep, is alnxit to in\ade the 
lied of the Alcantara river 

The gravity of the eruption of 
Mt. Etna is indicated by the 
abandonment of railway stations 
at Moio and Alcantara, at the 
north of the volcano. Alcantara 
marked the limit of the lava 
flow in the eruption of 1879. 
Moio was threatened at the time, 
hut escaj>ed. 

The eruption means great suf- 
fering for the peasantry. The 
slopes of Etna, with an area of 
more than 400 square miles, sup- 
port a population more dens*' 
than that of any other jtortion 
of Sicily or Italy. There are 
sixty-five cities and villages in 
the entire area, and the inhabit 
tants, which obtain an excellent 
agricultural living from the f« r- 
til lava beds, totals more than 
300.000. — Louisville Courier
